given tips on how they could prepare the pumpkin seeds 
to make a "yummy treat" by cleaning the seeds and then 
toasting them in the oven. 

Along with the pumpkin carving there were 
plenty of activities and demonstrations showing some of 
the many uses of the apple. Apples were being crushed, 
peeled and boiled to make a variety of refreshments. Chil- 
dren were shown how to use old-fashioned peeling ma- 
chines that skinned an apple in one long strand. Apples 
were put into a recreation of an antique apple press that 
was used to extract the juice to make delicious fresh cider.

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"There's nothing modern or fancy to our set up," 
Eloise Ricardelli said. "It is all very primitive." The pulp 
from the crushed apples was then taken and made into 
applesauce. Another type of apple, the hedge apple, was 
given to any one who wanted one to be taken home and 
used as a traditional deterrent to ward off spiders and 
insects. 

After a big devil's food cake dressed in orange 
Halloween frosting was eaten, the day's activities con- 
tinued with fathers and sons passing a football as other 
families put the finishing touches on their pumpkins. 
Members of the Historical Society shared ghost stories 
and offered children the chance to take part in a quilt- 
making circle. 

As an added bonus, the Mattapoisett Museum of 
History was open free to the public. Many of the people 
in attendance took advantage of the opportunity to comb 
over many of the artifacts and relics of Mattapoisett's 
rich past. As visitors walked through the museum they 
were afforded the chance to make a connection between 
the activities on the lawn and the displays inside. Many 
of the tools and implements used through out the day 
were based on the traditional tools from the museum's 
archives. 

As the day was coming to a close, another New 
England tradition was demonstrated to the children as 
the adults showed them the value of contributing a bit of 
elbow grease as every one pitched in to clean up. "Isn't 
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this a great old-fashioned tradition?" one of the mothers 
asked their kids. The children didn't answer the question. 
They just turned and ran to a group of people folding up 
the tables saying: "I want to help. I want to help."

area to enjoy the walking trails that abut historic stone 
walls encasing some of the most scenic fields, woods, and 
ponds in the tri-town area. Last Saturday's Grand Open- 
ing drew over 200 participants who came to celebrate the 
event. Attendees enjoyed hot apple cider, pumpkin soup, 
apple crisp and ice cream and participated in walking 
tours around the new conservation area. 

Steve Sloan, the Southeast Regional Director of 
the Trustees of Reservations, said the turnout was far 
better than he hoped. "The town was very invested in the 
property," he said, explaining the enthusiastic response to 
the Grand Opening. 

Rochester resident Connie Eshbach enjoyed the 
historical walking tour with her husband. Ms. Eshback is 
related to the Hartley family, who once owned the Hartley 
Mill. She said she is a member of the Trustees — a general 
membership to the organization costs $45 — and that she 
was excited that this piece of land will never be devel- 
oped. "Rochester is one of the few small towns around 
that has stayed the same," she said. The purchase of this 
section of East Over Farm ensures that the land will al- 
ways be available for community use. 

The entrance to East Over is located off of Clapp 
Road. There is a large bulletin board in the parking area 
containing guest booklets, trail maps, and event fly- 
ers. East Over also features a self-guided treasure hunt 
called East Over Quest. This is a great hike for kids — the 
directions to the quest are written in rhyming poetry that 
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directs participants around the property while revealing 
pieces of history. At the end of the Quest, participants find 
a treasure box. 

Edie Dondero is the planner for the site. She said 
the Trustees of Reservations invest in properties that have 
ecological, historical, and scenic significance. She referred 
to East Over Farm as "the scenic gem of the region." The 
Trustees also purchased 300 acres in Marion that will be 
open for public access in a year or two, she said. 

The trail at East Over begins at the Clapp Road 
parking lot and winds through the meadows down 
Mary's Pond Road and onto Hiller Road. There is also a 
trail that meanders through the woods along Walnut Plain 
Road. 

Walkers and runners are welcome on the prop- 
erty, but bikes or horses are not allowed. Cross country 
skiing will be allowed during winter months. Dog owners 
are welcome to bring pets on leashes. Picnicking is also 
allowed, but prepare to take trash out as no garbage pails 
are on-site. 

The walk takes about 45 minutes to complete, 
but can easily be extended by doubling back on paths or 
heading down to Leonard's Pond on an available trail 
easement.

Dancing Culture 

New Zealand Troupe in Mattapoisett

Friday, October 13 ended up being a lucky day for 
elementary school students in Mattapoisett as they were 
treated to a unique performance of traditional song and 
dance performed by the Kahurangi Maori Dance Com- 
pany of New Zealand. This one-of-a-kind troupe stopped 
by Old Hammondtown School on their way to another 
performance slated for the New Bedford Whaling Mu- 
seum the following evening. 

Co-sponsored by the New Bedford ECHO Project 
(Education through Cultural and Historical Organiza- 
tions) and the Mattapoisett Parents-Teachers Organiza- 
tion (PTO), the free performance was part of a Kahurangi 
Theatre in Education presentation which celebrates both 
Maori and Pacific culture and promotes cultural under- 
standing. 

Students sat mesmerized by the performance held 
in the auditorium of Old Hammondtown School while the 
dance troupe ran through different routines representing 
different cultures and locations where the Maori people 
migrated and settled. Beginning with their ancestral 
homeland of Hawaiki (Hawaii), they traveled through 
the Polynesian Islands and eventually ended up in New 
Zealand, near Australia. This educational program, titled 
"People of the Pacific," recounts the history and migration 
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of the Maori people using songs and dances from Tahiti, 
Hawaiii, Samoa and New Zealand. 

Among the more familiar dance routines per- 
formed was the Hawaiian hula, which students readily 
recognized as the traditional dance of America's fiftieth 
state. 

"The appearance of the Kahurangi troupe repre- 
sents the New Bedford ECHO Project's efforts to enrich 
the cultural connections borne of traditional whaling and 
trading ties," said Anne Brengle, President of the New 
Bedford Whaling Museum. "The whaleships that set sail 
from New Bedford in the 19th century typically stopped 
at islands in the South Pacific to procure provisions. This 
exciting performance not only opens a window into a 
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unique culture, it also fosters a deeper understanding of 
our local history." 

The only professional Maori Dance Company of 
its kind currently touring North America, Kahurangi is a 
national cultural, educational and employment program 
that encourages cultural understanding among people 
of all nations. The ensemble consists of graduates from 
the Takitimu Performing Arts School in Hastings, New 
Zealand, the first accredited institution to specialize in the 
instruction and preservation of the Maori culture.

interior ceiling panels or take any other action relating 
thereto. 

"As you know, the town is getting ready to cel- 
ebrate its 150th anniversary" Selectman Steve Lombard 
said. "These are items that couldn't wait for the May (An- 
nual) Town Meeting. We are taking this out of the Stabili- 
zation Fund and we plan to put these funds back into the 
Stabilization Fund at the May Town Meeting." 

When asked why this work didn't fall under the 
town's newly-appointed Capital Planning Committee, Se- 
lectman Lombard explained these repairs were more of a 
maintenance issue and wouldn't fall under their purview. 

ARTICLE 1 passed, 58 to 2. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to transfer 
$66,325 from the Stabilization Fund to make extraordinary 
repairs to the Heating, Ventilation and Air Conditioning 
(HVAC) system at Old Hammondtown School. 

ARTICLE 2 passed unanimously, 60 to 0. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to transfer 
$132,000 from the Stabilization Fund to pay bills from of a 
prior fiscal year under the Mattapoisett School Committee 
budget to cover transportation costs of students in Grades 
7-12. According to Mattapoisett School Committee Chair- 
man Elizabeth Milde, this additional expense was due to 
the rebidding of contracts for bus services in Mattapoi- 
sett's elementary schools. 

"Two years ago you might remember we had to 
make an adjustment at Town Meeting to cover transporta-

tion costs," Ms. Milde said. "This stems back to the Town 
Meeting of 2005. When it came down to the bottom line, 
(this expense) was overlooked and ... not captured in the 
budget. It fell between two different School Committees. 
Rochester got it right, but Marion also missed it ... like we 
did." 

According to Ms. Milde, this money would be 
borrowed from the Stabilization Fund to cover the oust- 
anding bills with the intent of returning it at the Annual 
Town Meeting. 

ARTICLE 3 passed unanimously, 52 to 0. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $156,000 to be added to the FY 2007 Budget as ap- 
proved by the Annual Town Meeting of May 8-11, 2006 to 
cover the Elementary Schools' Special Education (SPED) 
budget. 

"This does ask you to approve an increase in the 
SPED budget," Ms. Milde said. "But it does fall within the 
(Proposition) 2-1/2 levy limit. Last spring we developed 
a budget in good faith and you approved it ... in June, we 
saw some unanticipated SPED costs ... to cover tuition 
and transportation for out-of-district (student place- 
ments)." 

"What happened to all the additional state aid 
(we received) back around the Annual Town Meeting?" 
asked resident Daniel Goodman. 

"Most of the additional state aid discussed at the 
Annual Town Meeting was earmarked for Old Rochester

(Regional High School)," said ORR School Superintendent 
Dr. William Cooper. 

ARTICLE 4 passed, 65 to 1. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to allocate 
$194,454 to be added to the FY 2007 Budget as approved 
by the Annual Town Meeting of May 8-11, 2006, to cover 
additional transportation costs for the Mattapoisett El- 
ementary Schools. 

"This will balance out the transportation costs ... 
and provide the proper revenue for the next school bud- 
get," Ms. Milde said, noting this is an attempt to ensure 
transportation costs are not overlooked in future budget 
estimates. 

ARTICLE 5 passed unanimously, 66 to 0.

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to ap- 
propriate $22,000 to be added to the FY 2007 Budget as 
approved by the Annual Town Meeting of May 8-11, 2006, 
to cover additional Highway Department expenses. 

"This budget was put together last winter," High- 
way Surveyor Barry Denham said. "The recommendation 
was the department budgets only be increased by five 
percent. The Highway Department was only increased by 
(less than 1 percent) ... which shorted our payroll, equip- 
ment repair, and diesel fuel accounts. The $22,000 will put 
money back into (those line items) and give us some more 
money in our maintenance account." 

The Finance Committee (FinCom), however, did 
not recommend placing this money on the tax levy limit 
at the present time. 

"The state now allows us to transfer unused 
money (from one department to another) to cover unan- 
ticipated costs," said FinCom Chairman Paul Silva. "We 
feel it is premature to raise taxes for $22,000 and we feel 
money will be available during the fiscal year ... to cover 
this shortfall. We're confident we'll have the money in 
May to meet this (shortfall)." 

"This budget was seriously underfunded at the 
(Annual) Town Meeting," Selectman Lombard countered. 
"The law that (Mr. Silva) alludes to allows you to make 
transfers in May and June. But the Board of Selectmen 
supports this article and you can see the Highway Depart- 
ment is getting a lot of work done around town. We don't

Vaccina- 
tion for Rabies are a legal requirement as well as a good 
idea, at the very least. Rabid raccoons are common and 
do get into houses and indoor only cats sometimes end up 
outdoors. Thus, the cats' health and the health of the family 
may be endangered. 

Your neighbor is also thinking of vets as emergency person- 
nel.

Animal visits are geared towards making sure that the pet is 
indeed happy and comfortable.

raw water from wells off Wolf Island Road in Rochester to 
the treatment plant and then distribute the treated water 
back to Mattapoisett residents.

watershed will be permanently protected from develop- 
ment thanks to $2.4 million granted to the Coalition for 
Buzzards Bay (CBB) and a host of partners including the 
Trustees of Reservations, the Wareham Land Trust, the 
Dartmouth Natural Resources Trust, and The Nature 
Conservancy by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service's North 
American Wetlands Conservation Act (NAWCA) Pro- 
gram. The funds will be used to underwrite four land ac- 
quisitions and a number of salt marsh restoration projects 
in Bourne, Dartmouth, Falmouth, Mattapoisett, Plymouth, 
Wareham and Tiverton, RI. 

The $2.4 million granted in this latest round 
of NAWCA awards represents the remainder of the 
Bouchard Oil Spill penalty money that was earmarked 
in 2004 for migratory bird habitat protection in Buzzards 
Bay as a result of the company's negligence which caused 
the April 2003 oil spill. The CBB and 25 local, state, and 
national partners have now secured the entire $6.7 million 
in NAWCA funds set aside under that penalty to help 
protect 1150 acres of coastal lands. Previous awards in- 
clude $2.3 million in December 2004 to protect 285 acres in 
Westport, Fairhaven, and Mattapoisett, and in July 2005, 
the partnership secured $2 million to help protect another 
223 acres in the three Bay towns. 

The four Buzzards Bay projects funded in this 
round were among just 26 approved nationwide by the 
USFWS at a September 13 meeting. "These funds will en- 
able us to continue to work with our watershed partners

to protect sensitive habitats critical to limiting further wa- 
ter quality degradation in the bay/' said CBB Land Protec- 
tion Director, Allen Decker. "The NAWCA grants will also 
help us to expand our efforts to restore salt marsh that is 
vital to the Bay's wildlife and migratory birds." 

The Coalition will administer and coordinate the 
grants and work with project partners by making funds 
available for use and providing regular progress and 
financial updates to NAWCA. 

Specifically, the NAWCA funds will be used to 
protect two properties in Dartmouth: $950,000 will help 
to acquire a conservation restriction on 153 acres of salt 
marsh and forested wetland habitat associated with Dike 
Creek, a tributary of Apponagansett Bay, another $300,000

will help the Dartmouth Natural Resources Trust (DNRT) 
protect 86 acres of salt marsh and adjacent land and up- 
lands along the Slocums River. 

Protecting the Dike Creek property has long been 
a priority of the CBB and its partner, the Trustees of Res- 
ervation (TTOR). "Thanks to a group effort and funding 
support through the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, what 
began as a great conservation idea will now become a 
tremendous conservation success," said Anthony Cucchi, 
TTOR Land Protection Specialist. "Local supporters have 
spent years trying to save the property and it now ap- 
pears that our persistence is finally paying off." 

Commenting on the Slocums River Project, Dart- 
mouth Natural Resources Trust Executive Director Dexter 
Mead added, "This grant will help preserve the most 
significant unprotected property on the Slocums River. 
With more than 900 acres of land along its shores already 
protected, the Slocums River provides excellent coastal 
river habitat by the side of Buzzards Bay for many species 
of waterfowl and other wildlife." 

In addition to the Dartmouth projects, $800,000 
of the NAWCA funds will help to protect more than 150 
acres of wetlands in Falmouth, Bourne, Wareham, Mat- 
tapoisett and Wareham /Plymouth, including the restora- 
tion of 90 acres of salt marsh habitat in Falmouth, Bourne, 
Mattapoisett, and Wareham. "The Wareham Land Trust is 
happy to be part of the effort to protect the quality of our 
bay and are especially thankful to be able to participate 
with the CBB in the NAWCA program," said Jim Munise, 
President of the Wareham Land Trust. "The habitat we are 
protecting with the help of this funding has a mile of river 
frontage along the Agawam River, 68 acres of pine barren 
habitat and sits over part of the Water Districts Zone II 
Drinking Water Aquifer."

The Grudge 2. Starring Amber Tamblyn and Sarah Michelle 
Gellar. Directed by Takashi Shimizu. Running time: 95 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Give credit where credit is due: The Grudge 2 is surely the strangest 
and most incomprehensible film to open on 3,000-plus American screens 
in quite some time. It's also one of the most boring. 2004's The Grudge 

— itself a remake of the popular Japanese TV/movie series Ju-On 

— cost $10 million and wound up making it back eleven times over, so 
of course a sequel was inevitable. But couldn't the returning filmmakers 
(director Takashi Shimizu and writer Stephen Susco) have injected some 
fun into the proceedings? Like its predecessor, The Grudge 2 offers nary 
an intentional laugh, unless you count a weird bit of business involving 
a monk on a bus doing some sort of peek-a-boo with his hands. 

But then the whole movie is peek-a-boo — it's the same eek! mo- 
ments with the odd-looking, wide-mouthed Japanese ghost boy and the 
staggering, long-haired Japanese ghost woman (seriously, what is with 
Asian horror and long black hair?). As before, the psychic residue of rage 
inflicts itself on innocent mortals who have the misfortune to enter what 
Stephen King once called a Bad Place — a house with a violent past. I 
get what these movies are trying to do, and I even appreciate that they go 
about it in an elliptical, spiritual way. But they still don't do anything for 
me. I'm ghosted out, I think, and I've also seen every trick Shimizu has 
up his sleeve. These films are popular with teenagers who haven't seen 
it all before, who don't see every jump scare coming a mile off. 

If you're thinking of seeing this because you're a Sarah Michelle 
Gellar fan, you'd better also be a Sarah Michelle Gellar completist, be- 
cause she appears here for maybe five minutes all told. Her character from 
the 2004 remake, Karen Davis, is in a Tokyo hospital; her sister Aubrey 
(Amber Tamblyn) is charged with bringing her home to the states. The 
puffy and troubled-looking Amber Tamblyn, late of Joan of Arcadia (she 
was also in the Ring remake), is a more interesting actress than the mate- 
rial here allows her to show. She mostly goes from place to place, finding 
corpses (and she's the second person in two weeks, following Leonardo 
DiCaprio in last weekend's The Departed, to witness someone fall from 
a great height and land at their feet). 

In a subplot, integrated none too adeptly into the plot, Jennifer Beals 
plays a (possibly unfaithful) new wife dealing with her new stepchildren. 




Where this leads is no great surprise, since the movie opens with it and 
then flits back in time. But we know and care nothing about Beals or her 
new family, and the subplot isn't given enough time or space to develop. 
The supernatural Japanese rage somehow finds its way to Chicago and 
this American family, for reasons we have to slog to the end to find out. 
There's also a haunted American girl going to school in Tokyo, along with 
a bunch of other American kids who learn very basic kanji and whose 
presence in the film is baffling. It's possible that enough American busi- 
nesspeople work in Japan to justify snowing a classroom of American kids 
in Tokyo (though no mention is made of this), but one suspects the real 
reason is that the studio thought American teenagers needed American 
kids to identify with. 

I was hardly a fan of the first Grudge, but I've got the DVD behind- 
the-scenes documentary playing in the background as I write this, and 
every now and then I look up and see an arresting image. And people like 
Sam Raimi are talking about what a master filmmaker Takashi Shimizu 
is. He may well be — I haven't seen all his work — but I wouldn't build 
that argument on The Grudge 2. Shimizu simply repeats himself here, 
right down to the freaky shower incident (and, as before, the PG- 1 3 rating 
means a bitter disappointment for teenage boys — or teenage lesbians 
— hoping to see more than bare feet and shoulders). The filmmaking 
is uninspired and lazy, as if Shimizu, having danced the Ju-On/Grudge 
dance six times now (and a Ju-On 3 has been announced), were tired of 
dancing. He just shuffles through, setting up the expected scares for the 
Saturday-night teenagers. Maybe he harbors a grudge against the same 
success that has now trapped him into doing the same screeching kid and 
the same dark-haired ghost over and over.
